I'pon tl.:s ho ik also ap- 
peared the name of Henry Clay. Guv. 
t.eorge Robertson. Bob Letcher, the 
Wartields. Bennett, nnd ninny other 
noted Kentuckian.. 

There was whiskey galnrt*. and of 
course gambling, and another sport 
which was indulged ,n of which many 
of us never heard, men met there to 
"fight their bullies" It was the cus- 
torn in those days for rich planters 
to keep attached to his household a 
"bully". This person wa* well fed 
and groomed, furnished a good sad 
die horse and a negro to care for it 
nnd accompanied his "boss" when- 
ever he might go; the only return c 
pected of him was that he must tight 
at the word of his boas, much money 
usually being waged on his prowess, 
his downfall of course meaning the 
loss of his job and his luxurious 
means of livelihood. His head was 
kept shaved, luting and gouging was 
barred, and they fought rough mil 
tumble, list nnd skull until either a* 
or hi. opponent, or some one for 
them, cried "enough". Cock light- 
ing wa. also a favorite aport with 
the.e old time tobacco planters an I 
their friends, and fabulous sums wer • 
won and lost at this place. 

This market flourished for yenrs, 
and until the railroads furnished a 
quicker, cheaper and more conven- 
ient mode of handling the crops. 

Mr. James Clark, one of Louis- 
ville's pioneer tobacco buyers waa 
also one of Maj.ir Burnsidcs uifot 
mailt, a. to this unique market, and 
insisted that some effort be made to 
secure some deiitute data in regur.; 
to it. and also the seed of the ongi 
nal tobacco. Major llurnsnle made 
careful inquiry, and what is here 
written is the result of thnt inquiry. 
The tubaeco grown is supposed to 
have been what is known as While 
lluil. \ Other information wus 
gleaned from Major Kobert Burnsidc 
n great uncle of Messrs James A. and 
Joe Buruside, who resided in the vi 
cunty of the mouth of S,ugur Creek, 
und who owned a distillery and pow 
der mill and who was noted for a 
peculiar rifle powder which he man- 
in con- 
nection with the old murket are fam- 
iliar. "Uncle Billy" Wall was well 
known to many of our older inhabi 
tanta, and spent his declining years 
in the county; Isaac Mark.bury was 
the founder of the well known fam- 
ily of that name, some of w hom now 
reside in Lancaster; Bob Mitchell, 
the book-keeper, afterward became 
cashier of a branch of the old Bank 
of Kentucky in Danville, und many
